Financial  support  for  Astoria,  Clatsop  county,  and  Oregon  youth 
is  derived  from  public  support  of  the  Astoria  Lions  Home,  Auto  and 
Boat  show. 

More  than  two  years  ago  the  Astoria  club  adopted  the  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  historic  Camp  Cullaby  Boy  Scout  camp  as  their  number  one 
project.  Since  that  time  more  than  $1000  of  Home  show  dollars  have 
been  poured  into  the  project. 

Members  of  the  Astoria  club  have  devoted  hundreds  of  hours  of 
volunteer  labor  in  constructing  facilities  at  the  camp,  which  is  located 
just  minutes  away  from  Astoria  on  a  strip  of  land  that  juts  into  Cullaby 
Lake. 

Basic  construction  undertaken  by  the  Club  includes  erection  of 
dinna-kitchens  and  Adriondack  shelters.  The  camp  is  envisioned  as  an 
overnight  camp  for  Scouts.

RECONSTRUCTION  PROJECT 
SCOUT  USE  - 


Even  before  construction  work  was  underway,  and  since  that  time, 
hundreds  of  Boy  Scouts  each  year  have  used  facilities  at  the  campsite. 
The  original  campsite  was  started  some  20  years  ago.  Years  later,  at 
the  time  the  Lions  club  completed  arrangements  to  adopt  the  project 
as  their  full  time  responsibility  the  area  Scout  officials  signed  a  10 
year  lease  for  the  campsite  with  the  Portland  area  Boy  Scout  council. 
Thus  use  of  the  campsite  for  Scouting  is  assured  for  a  decade  and  even 
beyond  that  by  assurances  of  renewel  of  leases  by  Scout  executives. 

Access  to  the  wooded  campsite  is  gained  by  overland  trails  through 
brush  and  trees  and  by  boat.  One  of  the  first  projects  of  the  club  was 
to  improve  docking  facilities  at  the  campsite. 

Since  that  time  approximately  a  dozen  dinna-kitchen,  which  are 
combination  kitchens  and  dining  areas,  and  open  air  sleeping  quarters 
with  sheltered  roofs  and  sides,  have  been  constructed. 

Work  on  the  project  is  conducted  primarily  in  the  summer  months 
and  on  weekends.  Lions  officials  see  a  busy  summer  ahead  for  club 
members  as  the  project  continues  through  this  summer  and  the  decade 
immediately  ahead.
